Annual Report of the School Board 


Or tue Town or South NEWMARKET FOR THE YEAR 1887-88. 


The annual school meeting was held at the Town Hall, 
March 12, 1887, at seven o’clock in the afternoon. H. Jen- 
ness Paul was chosen moderator and Edward J. Beal clerk. 
Austin J. Neale was elected on the School Board to serve 
three years. It was 

Voted That a sum of money not exceeding $500.00 be raised 
and appropriated for the purpose of heating the Intermediate and 
Grammar school rooms by steam. 

Voted That a sum not to exceed $150 be raised for the purpose 
of digging wells on the grounds of the schools in the district. 

Charles H. Sanborn and John F. C. Rider were chosen to 
act with the School Board in heating the Grammar school 
house and in digging wells. 

ORGANIZATION, 

The School Board met at the Grammar school room, March 
22, 1887. Organized by choosing J. H. Fitts, chairman; A. 
W. Richards, secretary; A. J. Neale, treasurer. Sub-com- 
mittees: J. H. Fitts on superintendence, school books and 
annual report; A. J. Neale on finance, repairs, fuel and 
school supplies; A. W. Richards on Piscassic school. 


Voted To employ the same teachers and pay the same wages 
as last year. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

In accordance with the vote at the annual school meeting, 
your committee removed the old furnace from the Grammar 
school building, and accepted specifications and proposals for 
putting in steam heating apparatus, from the Swamscot Ma- 
chine Company. The work has been done in a substantial, 
workmanlike manner, and so far as we know to the entire 
satisfaction of all parties. The boiler is of a capacity sufli- 
cient to warm the Town Hall above, if ever needed for a 
High school room. 
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Your committee have endeavored to do what was feasible 
and wise to secure water for the school grounds. We invited 
Mr. B. F. Smith, from Boston, to look over the premises 
with a view of driving wells, but it was judged inexpedient 
to attempt anything in that line. At the Centre a cistern 
and pump, with a capacity of about forty hogsheads, has 
been placed in the cellar of the building, which readily fur- 
nishes water for the boiler and already suffices for drinking 
purposes. At Piscassic a well has been dug at great expense 
and a pump placed in it, which promises to meet all neces- 
sary school purposes there. While the outlay for these im- 
provements has exceeded somewhat the appropriations, no 
debt has been suffered to accumulate. But some incidental 
furnishings have had to wait. 


SCHPOL GROUNDS. 


The School Board communicated with the proprietors of 
the Hilton lot by correspondence and personal interview, 
but they failed to obtain sufficient guaranty against damages 
for neglect in fencing, to justify them in hiring the lot for a 
play ground. Other parties, however, secured the lot and 
something has been done in fencing. The thanks of the 
board and of the district are due to the Base Ball Club for 
securing to the schools all the advantages of a play ground 
as in former years.* We need to renew our part of the fence 
between the school grounds and the Hilton and Methodist 
church lots. 


BITS OF HISTORY. 

The Parish of Newmarket was incorporated by Actof New 
Hampshire Provincial Assembly, December 14, 1727. At 
the next annual town meeting, Exeter, March 25, 1728, ‘‘It 
was voted that the Parishners of new markit are free from 
paying to the schools att Exeter town, provided they Keep a 
School among themSelves at thair one Charg.” 

For convenience of administration, we soon find the town 
of Newmarket dividing itself into the North Part and the 
South Part, and as early as 1789, recognizing six school dis- 
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tricts—since known as Newfields, Piscassic, Pine Hill, Lam- 
prey River, the Plains and the Grant district. 

An Act to constitute the town of South Newmarket passed 
the Legislature and was approved by Samuel Dinsmore, 
governor, June 27, 1849. Article IX reads: ‘‘Any and all 
school districts in the town of New Market as it now is, 
which may be divided by the boundary line herein before 
mentioned between said towns, shall remain and continue as 
they now are.” 

The school law of 1885 abolished the district system with- 
in the several townships, but was not intended to interfere 
with the boundary lines of the respective towns. Section I: 
*‘The division of towns into school districts heretofore exist- 
ing is hereby abolished, and each town shal! hereafter con- 
stitute a single district for school purposes.” Section IX: 
‘*The provisions of the General Laws heretofore enacted in 
relation to school districts and schools shall be in force as 
far as the same are consistent with this act.” The evidence 
is clear that the Wedgewood-Sanborn place never constituted 
a part of the Grant district but always has been and now re- 
mains a part of Piscassic. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 

The sentiment is increasing throughout the state in favor 
of furnishing school books at the expense of the several 
towns. ‘The law of 1883 says, ‘‘Any town or any district, 
at any lawful meeting, may raise money by taxation or other- 
wise for supplying the scholars in the common schools with 
suitable school books free of charge.” 

The text books now sanctioned in our schools are Har- 
rington’s speller, Lippincott’s readers, Swinton’s grammar, 
Eclectic geographies, Colburn’s, White’s andj Fish-Robin- 
son’s arithmetics, Harper’s penmanship, Barnes’ and Swin- 
ton’s histories, Meservey’s book-keeping and political econ- 
omy, Hutchison’s physiology, Wentworth’s algebra and 
geometry, Norton’s natural philosophy, Allen and Greenough’s 
Latin grammar, Jones’ Latin reader.

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SCHOLARS AND TEACHERS. 

The percentage of daily attendance in our schools for the 
year has been .8952, a better showing than ever before. 
The Piscassic school carries the banner in this respect; per- 
centage for the vear, .9166; first term, .9566; second term, 
.9231; third term, .9050. 

Our schools opened with the same teachers as last year, 
These have labored with increased fidelity and success in thei¥ 
several schools. One has graduated to a wider field anda 
more lucrative station elsewhere. Miss Varney had taught 
six terms in the Primary school and seven terms in the 
Grammar school to the general satisfaction of all patrons of 
education among us. She carries with her to her higher 
position the kind wishes of many friends. Mr. Richards 
was transferred to fill the vacancy in the Grammar school ; 
and Miss Kelley succeeded him at Piscassic. ‘The board are 
confident that Miss Kelley will prove an efficient accession 
to our corps of teachers. ° 

Martha Swain died April 29, 1887. Rufus W. Pease died 
July 29, 1887. Their schoolmates of the Grammar school 
furnished flowers for the caskets and attended the funerals. 


ROLL OF HONOR. 

Charles H. Reynolds has not, missed a recitation or been 
tardy for seven years. Edward H. Richards has lost but one 
day for the same time, and that from sickness.

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The enumeration by the Selectmen of the school childrea 
in town, between the ages of five and fifteen years, gives us 
117 scholars —57 boys and 60 girls. The whole number of 
different scholars entered upon our school registers, from 
four years of age and upward, attending school not less than 
two weeks, is 149—boys 67, girls 79. The average number 
of pupi's belonging to the schools in town is 124. The aver- 
age daily attendance has been 107. The percentage of daily 
attendance has been .8952. The number of pupils under six 
years of age is 11; over sixteen 7; between six and sixteen, 
137. The nnmber of scholars in town studying spelling is 
151; reading, 151; penmanship, 149 ; arithmetic, 148 ; geog- 
raphy, 107; grammar, 59; composition, 12; U.S. history, 
43 ; physiology, 25; book-keeping, 20; algebra, 13 ; geome- 
try, 4; ancient history, 6; Latin, 10; natural philosophy, 9. 
The largest number of pupils in any school is 55, and the 
smaliest number is 28. Five scholars from other places have 
attended school with us, and eleven of our pupils have at- 
tended school at Exeter. Visits by superintendent, 82; by 
other members of the board, 20; by parents and friends, 186 ; 
total 238. Closing examinations, 12; school houses, 3; 
schools, 4; teachers, 5.
